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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argued that claim 1 is statutory 
because it contains "to create an operating system device node in a host system produces a useful, concrete, and tangible result". 
Examiner respectfully disagrees because the limitation "to create..." demotrates a purpose rather than producing a result during a pratice 

application. 

Applicant argued that claims 1, 4, 8, 47 and 52 does not recite a law of nature, natural phenomenon or abstract idea. Thus, they are 
statutory subject matter. 

However, claims 1-15, 43-59 and 67-68 fail to produce a tangible, useful, concrete result. 

For an invention to be "useful" it must satisfy the utility requirement of section 101 . The USPTO's official interpretation of the 
utility requirement provides that the utility of an invention has to be (i) specific, (ii) substantial and (iii) credible. MPEP Sec. 

2107 and Fisher, 421 F.3d at , 76 USPQ2d at 1230 (citing the Utility Guidelines with approval for interpretation of "specific" and 

"substantial"). The tangible requirement does not necessarily mean that a claim must either be tied to a particular machine or apparatus or 
must operate to change articles or materials to a different state or thing. Another consideration is whether the invention produces a 
"concrete" result. Usually, this question arises when a result cannot be assured. In other words, the process must have a result that can 
be substantially repeatable or the process must substantially produce the same result again. In re Swartz, 232 F.3d 862, 864, 56 USPQ2d 
1703, 1704 (Fed. Cir. 2000) (where asserted result produced by the claimed invention is "irreproducible" claim should be rejected under 
section 101). 

For the above reason, "to create an operating system device node" is not a tangilbe, useful, concrete result. 
Finally, applicant argued that "examiner has misstated the language of the claims 43-59 that recite "a computer readable storage 
medium". Examiner agrees with applicant that the claims 43-59 recite "a computer readable storage medium". However, the "computer 
readable storage medium" in claims 43-59 do not produce any tangible, useful, concrete result as discussed in claim 1 above. 
Thus, Claims 1-15, 43-59 and 67-68 are nonstatutory subject matter. . 
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
